The Newspaper of the Breed 
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Rah-Rah-Rah-College Cows 


y. A. RICE, Massachusetts State College 


Piitor’s Note: 

“fy our August 4, 1945 issue of the Hol- 
ein-Friesian World, we earried an 
article py G. A. Bowling calling attention 
to the problem of several versus one or 
two breeds of cattle in College dairy 
yarns. Mr. Bowling stressed the ad- 
vantages of few breeds (or one) over 
many, especially from the standpoint of 
Breeding Research. From this stand- 
point, his argument is very sound. We 
here present another slant on the general 


problem by V. A. Rice and this time the 
stress is on the teaching angles more 
than the experimental.’’ 


My good friend, Ex-Professor Gus 
4, Bowling of West Virginia Univer- 
sity, took a parting kick at College 
Dairy Herds in an article titled “An 
American Tragedy . The College 
Dairy Herd’’. His criticism carried 
no bill of particulars but was couched 
in very general terms; e. g., “a poll 
taken to determine the outstanding 
herd of dairy cattle in each of the 48 
states would possibly nominate less 
than a half-dozen college herds’. If 
six college herds out of 48 won this 
distinction, it would be a very much 
higher proportion than the remaining 
lading herds divided among many 
thousands of breeders. 


We can only speak accurately for 
our own herds at the Massachusetts 
State College. The following table 
shows their performance and type 
in 1944, 


No doubt these are higher breed 
averages than would be found at 
some colleges and lower than would 
be found at others. What the gen- 
eral averages for all breeds in Col- 
lege dairy barns would be, we do not 
know, but our feeling is that it would 
be above the general average of the 
breeds. 


We can get a little light on the 
situation from published records. 
Vol. 15 of the Red Book of the Hol- 
sein breed lists 35 college and ex- 
beriment station herds which aver- 
age 11,950 pounds of 3.52 per cent 


(The herd which Ex-Professor Bowl- 


ing had charge of averaged 11,103— 


4.1—455 pounds fat—not too bad). 
The first combined volume (1942) 
of Production Testing and Type 
Classification of Jersey cows lists 37 
college and experiment station herds 
which average 6732 pounds of 5.25 
per cent milk, or 353 pounds of but- 
terfat. (Bowling’s West Virginia Uni- 
versity herd 8530—5.38—459 pounds 
fat—again not too bad). The above 
figures probably include various num- 
bers of milkings per day and are 
not standardized to a mature equiva- 
lent basis. In the last testing year 
Ayrshires in 19 college herds aver- 
aged 8441 pounds of milk with a 4.07 
test or 343 pounds of butterfat on a 
mature equivalent basis and for the 
five years previous to 1944, The 
West Virginia University herd aver- 
aged over 10,000 pounds of milk 
and about a 4.2 test. All the above 
figures deal with small college herds, 
the Holsteins averaging 19 cows per 
herd, the Jerseys 15, and the Ayr- 
shires 13. We do not know, but we 
rather think that College herds have 
won their proportionate share of Pro- 
gressive and Constructive Breeder 
awards and in the last Honor Roll 
story in the Holstein-Friesian World 
of July 7, 1945, college cows account- 
ed for 7.5 per cent of the points 
awarded in the whole country, per- 
haps more than their proportionate 
share in terms of relative numbers. 


Perhaps Gus will rejoin that they 
would have done even better had thev 
been larger herds of only one breed— 
maybe so—but there are other con- 
siderations which we will say a word 
about later. 


The main point made by Mr. Bowl- 
ing is that college dairy herds have 
made much greater contributions to 
nutritional than they have to breed- 
ing knowledge. This can readily be 
admitted, The reasons are not far

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to seek. They are concerned with 
the principles involved and the time 
required. No one would argue that 
the principles underlying nutrition 
are simple per se, but in comparison 
with the principles underlying breed- 
ing, they are relatively so. The sci- 
ence of nutrition has the advantage 
in that it deals chiefly with tangible 
entities that can be weighed and 
measured, and controlled in some 
measure at least. 


But in the field of breeding the 
story is vastly different. Here we 
are dealing with genes. We cannot 
handle them directly—they come in 
packages of a few or a hundred or 
more—they may mutate or vary be- 
cause of unknown dominant, reces- 
sive or epistatic relations—the pack- 
ages of genes (chromosomes) assort 
independently into billions of com- 
binations which the possible num- 
ber of offspring is always limited— 
there is no way to know before hand 
(or perhaps behind hand) how they 
will nick—it is exceedingly difficult 
or impossible to control the environ- 
ment from conception to full matur- 
ity—it is difficult or impossible to 
separate the genetic from the en- 
vironmental differences and to learn 
very much, one experiment may have 
to run over 3 or 4 generations, 12-16 
years. In the light of the above, it 
should surprise no one that nutri- 
tional knowledge has advanced fast- 
er than breeding knowledge. Yet in 
spite of the difficulties inherent in 
breeding, we have made rather re- 
markable progress and the progress 
can now be greatly speeded if (1) 
breeders will secure more complete 
records on their animals and analyze 
them in terms of known genetic prin- 
ciples so that their selection of fe- 
males for breeding may be given a 
sounder underpinning and if (2) 
breed associations will gather, an- 
alyze and publish unselected data 
on males so that the chance for error 
in selecting bulls can be reduced to a 
minimum. 

Larger herds in college barns 
would not be of any great help in 
analyzing female lines and their con- 
tribution in proving sires is infini- 
tisimal in comparison with the dawn- 
ing possibilities inherent in the use 
of bulls in artificial breeding units. 

It is obvious that if an Experiment 
Station is to carry on research in 
breeding they will need as large a 
herd as can be provided. We have 
no quarrel with this. The question 
would then seem to boil itself down

Sulfanilami-le suspended in oil has 
been shown by Kakavas, Palmer, Hay 
and Biddle to be effective in the 
treatment of bovine mastitis involv- 
ing streptococci and staphylococci. 
They also presented evidence which 
demonstrates that sulfanilamide in 
a concentration of 20 mg. per cent 
has no bactericidal power against 
Streptococcus, agalactia at 37 C. 
while a concentration of one per cent 
is sufficient to destroy all strains of 
the organism studied at this tempera- 
ture. 

The method of sulfanilamide-in- 
oil as recommended by Kakavas, et 
al. requires a series of four or more 
treatments and therefore some means 
of administration of sulfanilamide 
which would decrease the number of 
infusions required is desirable. Also, 
since the sulfanilamide-in-oil presents 
some problems in administration, it 
is desirable to find a simpler method. 

In our experiments, various ve- 
hicles were considered in an attempt 
1 find some method whereby 
the concentration of sulfanilamide 
throughout the entire mammary 
gland might approach a concentra- 
tion of one per cent or more. Filling 
the mammary gland with distilled 
water ‘as been shown by Petersen 
and Risor to have only a transient 
effect upon the mammary gland, This 
was true also in fivé experiments 
which were conducted in connection 
with this work, Distilled water was 
then used as a vehicle for sulfanila- 
mide because of the greater solubil- 
ity of the drug in this vehicle (1 Gm. 
in 125 ce.) than in oil where it is 
only slightly soluble and because the 
gland could be completely filled with 
this vel.icle without any great physi- 
ologic disturbance. In this way, a 
much higher concentration of sulfa- 
nilamide could be obtained through- 
out the entire mammary gland. It 
was thought, therefore, that the ad- 
ministration of sulfanilamide in 
water might be a more effective and 
a more satisfactory meams of intra- 
mammary infusion. 

Sulfanilamide is soluble in water 
to the extent of 0.8 per cent. It was 
observed that powdered sulfanilamide 
Merck when shaken with water in a 
10 per cent concentration of sulfa- 
nilaynide would readily flow through 
the ordinary intravenous injection 
apparatus equipped yith a standard 
teat cannula instead of a hypodermic 
needle. The air which then passes up 
through the sulfanilamide agitates 
the preparation and permits infusion 
into the mammary gland via the teat 
canal. 

Procedure Used 

The quarters treated were complete- 
ly milked before infusion. Early in 
this work, 50 Gm. of sulfanilamide 
were used. It was found that 60 Gm. 
were tolerated. Even larger amounts 
up to 100 Gm. might be used ad- 
vantageously. The 60 Gm. of sulfa- 
nilamide were shaken with 600 cc. of 
distilled water, Some glands would

not hold the 600 cc. of fluid but were 
filled with as much of the preparation 
as possible. The 1,000 cc. flask used 
was equipped with the standard in- 
travenous injection attachment with 
the hypodermic needle being replaced 
by a standard teat cannula. The sul- 
fanilamide preparation was then al- 
lowed to stand for one or two min- 
utes. The tube and cannula of the 
apparatus were then filled with the 
fluid above the sulfanilamide precip- 
itate and the cannula was placed 
well up in the teat canal of the quar- 
ter treated. The flask was then rapid- 
ly inverted and shaken until the pre- 
paration began to flow as was shown 
by air passing up through and agitat- 
ing the fluid. It is quite important 
that not more than 15 minutes elapse 
following preparation before infusion 
of the fluid because of aggregation of 
the sulfanilamide crystals. These cry- 
stalline aggregates tend to pack and 
prevent the flow of the preparation 
through the intravenous apparatus 
tube. When the sulfanilamide was 
damp or was wetted for any length of 
time before infusion, great diffi- 
culty was encountered in the admin- 
istration as aggregation readily oc- 
curs in the presence of water. In 
those quarters which have a capacity 
of greater than 600 cc., sufficient 
water was then infused only to fill 
the quarter. The quarter was con- 
sidered to be well-filled when the 
surface of the water in the flask was 
approximately 10 to 12 inches above 
the upper level of the mammary 
gland when the flow ceaged. 

Where only one quarter of a cow 
was treated, as was the case in the 
last two experiments, a 60 Gm. dos- 
age was employed. Where more than 
one quarter was treated, it seemed 
desirable that the total dosage 
should not exceed 100 Gm, of sulfa- 
nilamide although amounts up to 120 
Gm. were infused without serious 
effects upon the cow. 

A limited number of acute as well 
as chronic cases of mastitis have 
been treated with promising results. 
Five of these cases appeared to be 
due to streptococci and five cases 
seemed to be due to infection with 
coliform types. 

Experimental Animal 1 in this 
group had been injected in the right 
front and right hind quarters with 
sterile mineral oil on May 2, under 
conditions as asceptic as possible. 
Acute mastitis presumably due to 
coliform types developed in the right 
front quarter in the afternoon of 
May 7. The quarter was infused with 
30 ec. of a preparation containing 
50 Gm. in 500 ce. of sterile distilled 
water in the afternoon on May 8. At 
this time, the milk had become serous 
and ropy in character. Marked in- 
flammation was evident throughout 
the quarter. Figure 1 presents the 
data of this experiment. This quar- 
ter was checked repeatedly from May 
10 through May 23, and no coliform 
types were detected during this pe- 
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riod. There was no clinical evidenge 
of mastitis on May 23. A rapid re. 
turn to normal milk production may 
be observed in figure 1. The ley. 
cocyte count and per cent of milk 
fat soon returned nearly to norma} 
levels while the pH, lactose, ang 
chloride remained high for some 
time. The appearance of the milk 
from the affected quarter was norma] 
72 hours after treatment. 
Experimental Animal 2 also ap- 
parently was suffering from a ¢ojj. 
form type of infection of the left 
hind quarter which had been affecteg 
with acute mastitis every two or 
three weeks for a period of severa] 
months prior to treatment. Twenty. 
four hours prior to treatment, this 
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cow again developed acute mastitis 
in this quarter. Fifty Gm. of sulfa- 
nilamide in 500 ce. of sterile, dis- 
tilled water were infused into the 
ydder on May 7. Milk production of 
this cow reached a level above that 
for several weeks prior to treatment. 
Milk production rapidly increased 
on the affected quarter and chloride, 
pH, and lactose values soon returned 
pearly to normal levels. This quar- 
ter again showed signs of the pres 
ence of coliform types in the after- 
noon of May 20, and 60 Gm. of sul- 
fanilamide were administered in 
1,600 ce. of tap water. This quarter 
again returned to normal production 
and chloride as well as lactose values 
were approaching normal 60 hours 
after treatment. This quarter showed 
no evidence of the presence of coli- 
form types on May 28. 


Two other cases which appeared to 
be of the coliform type of mastitis 
were each treated with 60 Gm. of sul- 
fanilamide in tap water, Both cases 
had been chronic for a long time but 
were acute at the time treated. One 
of these returned practically to nor- 
mal in 24 hours while the other re- 
quired one more treatment 60 hours 
later; after which it quickly returned 
apparently to normal condition. Both 
of these quarters seemed to be free 
from coliform types eight days after 
the original treatment. 

On other case of mastitis presum- 
ably due to coliform types is import- 
ant because it had been acute for a 
period of two weeks prior to treat- 
ment. The milk had become serous 
with a few clots and was bloody in 
appearance at the time of injection. 
Two infusions of 60 Gm. of sulfa- 
nilamide were made 48 hours apart. 
The milk returned nearly to normal 
composition within six days follow- 
ing the first treatment. This quarter 
was apparently free from coliform 
organisms six days following the 
first treatment. 


Similar observations were made 
upon four cases of chronic and one 
case of acute streptococcis mastitis. 
A rapid recovery was observed in all 
of these treated quarters as shown by 
the absence of streptococci and by 
chemical analysis for chloride, lac- 
tose, pH. and milk fat. 

Discussion 

The observations previously pre- 
sented suggest that this method may 
be of value in the treatment of mas- 
titis of dairy cattle. While the num- 
ber of cases presented is limited be- 
cause of available animals, the re- 
sults indicate that this or some mod- 
ifications of this method may be util- 
ized to good advantage. The method 
requires only a small amount of easily 
obtainable and inexpensive equipment 
and material, and infusion of the 
preparation is performed easily and 
rapidly. 

In the cases studied, the method 
was found to be of value in the treat- 
ment of mastitis. It is believed that 
better results may be expected in the 
treatment of a quarter in its initial 
attack because in chronically infected 
quarters the organisms may have 
become well-established. 

The method and data obtained are 
published because of the emergency 


which exists and because of the re- 
sults obtained which although lim- 
ited in number are suggestive of a 
desirable method, Further work is 
still necessary before the exact evalu- 
ation of this type therapy can be 
given. 
Conclusions 

A method is presented which uti- 
lizes water as a vehicle for the infu- 
sion of sulfanilamide into the bovine 
mammary gland. Water is used be- 
cause it seems to have relatively lit- 
tle physiologic effect on the gland 


and because of the comparatively 
high solubility of sulfanilamide in 
this vehicle as compared with those 
carriers now in general use. Since 
it has been shown by Kakavas, et al. 
that a high concentration (one per 
cent) is essential for the destruction 
of some of the streptococci, this meth- 
od offers a means whereby this can 
be more nearly accomplished.

Ways to Improve Dairy Efficiency 


Stating that further improvement 
in the quality of hay and pasture 
in the region is generally accepted 
as being essential to low-cost milk 
production, the committee on Pro- 
duction Efficiency of the North- 
eastern Dairy Conference gives in a 
recent report a broad appraisal of 
the progress that has been made in 
production efficiency in the north- 
east. The committee points out a 
continued trend toward larger herds 


and the use of more milking ma- 
chines and other equipment to in- 
crease the efficiency of labor on 


dairy farms. 

The report was prepared by a com- 
mittee headed by L. C. Cunningham, 
Extension Professor of Farm Man- 
agement, New York State College of 
Agriculture, Ithaca. Other mem- 
bers of the committee, which pre- 
sented its report to a meeting of 
the Conference board of directors, 
are Dr. Kenneth L. Turk, Professor 
of Animal Husbandry, New York 
State College of Agriculture, Ithaca; 
Floyd J. Arnold, Extension Dairy- 
man, University of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park, Md.; J. B. R. Dickey, Ex- 
tension Agronomist, Pennsylvania 
State College, State College, Pa.; J.

The report states that 60 to 70 
per cent of the nutrients necessary 
for maximum milk production can 
be furnished by high quality rough- 
age, a fact too often disregarded by 
dairymen who are conscious only of 
the nutrients supplier by purchased 
grains. The nutrients in roughage 
can be produced cheaper than grain, 
and cows will eat more of it if avail- 
able, providing it is high quality and 
palatable. 

“Emphasis on production, harvest- 
ing and preservation of pasture and 
hay points the way to greater econ- 
omies in milk production and the 
growth of herd replacements,’ says 
the report. 

“The average dairy cow is not fed 
to her capacity to consume and uti- 
lize economically. Cows will utilize 


larger amounts of feeds if well 
grown and the feeds are of good 
quality.

“Contrary to common beliefs, 


dairy cattle are fed more poorly dur- 
ing the summer grazing season than 
at any other season. Too much de- 
pendence is placed on permanent 
pastures with little provision for sup- 
plemental feeding or supplemental 
grazing crops during mid-summer 
when permanent pastures are dor- 
mant. ' 


“Regularity in feeding and man- 
agement procedures is practiced on 
a relatively small percentage of 
farms. Cows are treated roughly and 
help is often improperly trained in 
milking and management _ tech- 
nique.”’ 

Stating that the average useful 
life span of dairy cows is entirely 
too short for efficient milk produc- 
tion, the report declares that since 
the cost of raising replacements is 
high, it is obvious that greater long- 
evity with more lactations will im- 
prove efficiency in milk production. 
All studies, according to the report, 
show high producing cows to be more 
economical milk producers, and that 
therefore culling of low producing 
cows is one of the first and most 
important steps in raising the aver- 
age production per cow. 

The report discloses that 300,000, 
or nine per cent of the dairy cows 
in the northeast are discarded an- 
nually because of disease, and calls 
for greater effort to wipe out bovine 
diseases. 

Citing various studies of labor ef- 
ficiency the report says that dairy 
farmers can still do much to im- 
prove efficiency by the proper use of 
machinery and planning their oper- 
ations to reduce the time and energy 
spent in caring for cows. 

Listing outstanding problems, the 
report says further improvement in 
the quality of hay and pasture are 
essential to low cost milk produc- 
tion. The educational job of chang- 
ing the feeding and management 
practices is only well begun, and 
more dairymen need to follow im- 
proved practices in raising heifers, 
conditioning dry cows, managed 
milking and making maximum use of 
hay, pasture and supplemental graz- 
ing crops, Better bulls is a funda- 
mental problem, and probably in no 
other phases of dairying is more re- 
search needed than in herd health 
and samitation.

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A Study in Future Farmer Projects

Last year nearly 250,000 farm 
boys were enrolled in high school 
vocational agriculture classes in our 
48 states. According to careful stud- 
ies, about two-thirds of these boys 
can be expected to enter farming. 
Assuming that one-fourth of them 
graduate from high school each year, 
this means that more than 40,000 
young men with four years of agri- 
cultural study and experience can 


be expected to enter farming each 
year. Some of these 250,000 boys 
are, right now, Junior members of 


the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. The number of these boys 
who will become Holstein breeders 
depends upon many factors. Not the 
least important will be the contacts, 
which they make with the extension 
service of the various breed associa- 
tions and the experiences they hafve 
with neighboring farmers who are 
breed association members. 

A study of vocational agriculture 
dairy projects completed in 1944 
shows that even in states where 
dairying is of major importance, that 
a small percentage of all farm proj- 
ects are in the dairy enterprise. Dif- 
ficulties encountered in dairy projects 
were investigated. Techniques used 
to increase the number of dairy 
projects were evaluated. Some of 
the findings of the study should be 
of interest to dairy breed associa- 
tions and to breeders who live in 
areas served by vocational agricul- 
ture departments. These findings 
suggest several courses of action for

practical agriculture. During these 
four years a student conducts a farm- 
ing program consisting of crop and 
livestock projects and improved farm 
practices under the supervision of 
his agriculture teacher. Edward Fladt 
of Hilliards, Ohio, is a typical ex- 
ample of a beginning high school 
vocational agriculture student. Ed- 
wajd’s father, H. V. Fladt, owns a 
141-acre farm in the Hilliards school 
district. Sixteen grade Jersey cows, 
4 purebred Poland China sows and 
a laying flock of about 250 hens are 
major sources of income on their 
farm. A year ago last fall, Edward, 
a Freshman in high school, started 
his farming program by buying 12 
grade ewes. Last spring he used his 
Dad’s tractor and equipment to grow 
12 acres of corn on a neighboring 
farm. Just to get experience he 
culled his father’s laying flock and 
pruned some fruit trees. Edward 
plans to farm when he is through 
high school. He knows that with a 
couple of brothers who are also inter- 
ested in farming that the home place 
won't be large enough for four-time 
farmers. Right now it looks like he 
would farm with his father a few 
years until he is ready to start on his 
own. Until that time he figures he 
must accumulatte a foundation of 
good livestock, a nest egg of capital, 
a set of farm equipment and as much 
practical experience in farming as 
possible. In choosing his livestock 
farming program, Edward could have 
started with hogs, poultry, dairy or 
beef cattle. There were some pretty 
good reasons why he chose sheep. 


Edward would tell you that he 
started with sheep because he had 
just enough capital to buy those 
ewes. He could expect to sell his 
lambs and wool within a vear. He 
figured he could feed and house them 
economically. He thinks too that as 
a farmer he will be keeping sheep 
and his experience will be useful. 
He could give you a number of rea- 
sons why he didn’t start out with a 
dairy project. He would say that a 
good heifer or cow would take more

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capital than he had; that he couldy' 
expect cash income right away ang 
that his father’s herd wasn’t testeq 
for Bang’s Disease. 
Farming Programs In Five States 
A survey of the kind of livestoc, 
projects completed by vocationa] ag- 
riculture students in Ohio, New York 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
shows that, like Edward, many yo. 
cational agriculture students leaye 
dairy projects out of their farming 
programs, A comparison of the per. 
centage of projects completed jp 
several enterprises was made with 
the percentage of gross cash farm 
income for each state. The reason 
for this comparison lies in the reg- 
soning that boys from sections which 
derive most of their farm income 
from the dairy enterprise should be 
preparing for dairy farming.

In Table I it will be noticed that 


while the dairy enterprise produced 
almost as much income as the swine, 
poultry, and sheep enterprise com- 
bined that not quite one-third of the ff 
livestock projects were dairy projects. 
As further evidence of the need for 
more dairy projects, an Ohio jury 
composed of 12 experienced teachers 
and supervisors of vocational agri- 
culture recommended an increase of 
2% times the number of dairy proj-

Grover Arbogast Wins Breed’s Top Award

Grover Arbogast pawed over a 
cluttered table covered deeply with 
ribbons, trophies, medals, and vari- 
ous and sundry awards, certificates 
and testimonials of merit. “You 
ynow I have a lot of fun through the 
years trying to beat my own rec- 
ord.” 

The graying, modest Delaware 
county farmer who ranks as Indiana’s 
top Holstein man, was reminiscing 
vith his old friend and advisor, My- 
ron E. Cromer, county agricultural 
agent. “Cromer, this all started 
when I bought my son a purebred 
Holstein heifer to enter in a 4-H 
club project back in 1923. Up to 
that time I had been feeding some 
its of graded steers and we kept a 
small dairy herd but it wasn’t 
‘blooded.’ ”’ 

It has taken Arbogast less than a 
quarter century to build up one of 
the finest small herds in the nation 
and he ranks as one of the eleven 
Holstein breeders to qualify for the 
second consecutive year for the Pro- 
gressive Breeders’ Registry Award 
of Distinction given by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. He 
is the only Indianan ever to qualify 
for the award. And brother that’s 
alot, because you must realize there 
are a lot of dairy herds that graze 
over Hoosierdom’s acres, and outside 
the state thousands of breeders over 
the nation have an eye on that 
award, because it stands for all that 
is good in Holstein dairy cattle breed- 
ing. 

For example here are the mini- 
mum standards required of a small 
herd for a year of competition; at 
least ten cows in the herd must fresh- 
en during the year; 75 percent of 
the cows in the herd must have been 
bred by the owner and the entire 
herd must average 400 pounds of but- 
terfat per year. In addition the herd 
must score an averafke in Ciassifica- 
tion of 80 or more. 

This is what Arbogast’s herd rec- 
ords showed last year. A total of 21 
of the herd of 22 cows freshened. 
Righteen were bred by the owner; 
the herd averaged 479.4 pounds of

butterfat and scored 83.3 points on 
classification. 


Arbogast started keeping his herd 
record in 1926 when the Delaware 
County Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation was organized and his rec- 


ords show the herd has averaged 
more than 400 pounds of butterfat 


annually ever since. His best pro- 
duction record is from his Arbolawn 
Sylvia General, who last year pro- 


duced 678.9 pounds of butterfat, but 
she is being pushed by a three-year- 
old, Arbolawn Wayne Governor, who 
turned in a record of 676.2 pounds 
of butterfat in 
ings a day.

Ar- 
bogast (right) has won with his Hol- 


steins in the past several years. 


Arbogast has won so many awards 


with his herd he don’t know 
what to do with them all. He re- 
vealed nonchalantly that his late 


wife gathered up a basketful of rib- 
bons he was about to throw away a 
few years ago and “wove them into 
a decorative ruz or something.’ He 
saves only the placques and the most 
outstanding awards. 


Let us look into some of the farm- 
ing practices that have made Arbo- 
gast a truly great Holstein breeder. 
His chief pasture crops are bluegrass 
and alfalfa. The bluegrajss is fertil- 
ized every three years with 300 or 
more pounds per acre of fertilizer 
(which leans heavy to potash and 
phosphate) applied with a drill, set 
lightly. His favorite hay crop is 
alfalfa, which he sometimes supple- 
ments with silage in late summer 
months, but he declares supplemental 
feed is not usually needed because 
the fertilized bluegrass and alfalfa 
furnishes pasture until fall. 


Arbogast has always selected his 
breeding stock from good _ family 
lines rather than from the record 
of either the sire or dam alone. He 
believes the two most important fac- 
tors in producing a good milking 
herd are: selection of good herd 
sires, and elimination of low pro- 
ducers through modern cow testing 
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methods. But County Agent Cromer 
likes to add&that ‘“‘Grover is a crack- 
in’ good herd manager and a good 
feeder.’’ Bearing out his sire selec- 
tion statement, Arbogast revealed 
that he purchased his present herd 
sire, Rose Hill Royal Governor, while 
yet in dam and took it when it was 
30 days old, a sort of “‘shot in the 
dark’’ which is paying off because 
the bull has already sired six daugh- 
ters that are averaging 555.5 pounds 
of butterfat annually, an average in- 
crease of 57 pounds over their dams, 
which, incidentally, were milked 11 
days longer. 


In addition to operating his 240- 
acre farm and the dairy business Ar- 
bogast has found time through the 
years to earn a score of community 
civic offices, each of which has taken 
lots of time. 


A partial log of his communuity 
service record follows: Organized 
and presided over county Farm Bu- 
reau Co-op nine years; served as sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Co-op ele- 
vator at nearby Selma; president of 
the county dairy herd improvement 
association for many years; presi- 
dent of the township farm bureau or- 
ganization for a decade; president of 
the Mt. Tabor cemetery association; 
and in addition he has been a trustee 
and active worker in his native 
church at Selma for a score or more 
years. 


Arbogast got his only formal edu- 
cation in agriculture in an _ eight- 
weeks’ winter short course at Purdue 
University in 1902, but he credits 
that venture with much of his suc- 
cess, “In that short course I got 
the inspiration to organize my farm- 
ing operations on a more effective 
basis, and it opened the road to a 
source of information which I have 
found helpful on many occasions.” 
However, the university Agriculture 
Alumni Association has done some 
checking en Mr. Arbogast and they 
found he has practiced good farm- 
ing methods so excellently and has 
proved such a whole some agricul- 
tural force in his community they 
have twice honored him through the 


association by awarding him _ the 
Distinguished Purdue Agricultural 


student certificate in 1938 and 1939.

MekKendree Walker & Sons, 
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Outlook in Peacetime 


With the surrender of Japan and the complete victory 
of Allied arms in all theaters of operation, an entirely 
new set of problems faces the whoie world. During the 
long years of war, the objective of all efforts was destruc- 
tion, and the success of these efforts, culminating in the 
atomic bomb, brings us face to face with a staggering 
task of world’s wide reconstruction. 

In this task, food will play a continuing part of high- 
est importance. In fact, it now appears that an addition 
can properly be made to Mr. Wickard’s well-known 
slogan about food winning the war and writing the 
peace. Food will also save the post-war world from 
chaos. 

American industry is now being released from many 
war-time controls. Civilian consumer goods, we think, 
will soon be rolling off the production lines at a rate that 
will again amaze the world at the achievements of our 
free economy. In short, we are optimistic that any re- 
conversion slump in business in America will be of very 
short duration. 

The dairy business has come through the war with 
its plant greatly expanded. Its producis stand in higher 
public appreciation than ever before. If subsidy policies 
are wisely handled, so that a gradual change-over can 
be made, with higher consumer prices replacing subsidies 
in a carefully integrated program, in several steps instead 
of all at once, we see no reason for even a temporary 
recession in dairy cow prices while industry is getting 
itself set-up for the busy and prosperous years ahead. 

The months ahead will furnish a prompt test, as se- 
lected offerings at auction in September, October and 
November will be on the market in large volume. In the 
limited number of sales held thus far since the Jap sur- 
render, prices have been well-maintained. Breeders who 
are in the market to buy, we think, will be well-advised 
to fill their requirements with confidence that the price 
trend is more likely to be up than down. 

It will be remembered thalt after the other war, the 
peak of prices did not come until some 19 months after 
the Armistice. Our market is now in a much sounder 
condition than was the case at that time. General infla- 
tion has been held in check much better this time. We 
hope it may continue to be kept within bounds, yet as 
controls are removed from wages, the trend of all prices 
will inevitably move higher. And Holstein prices should 
prove to be no exception. 


Convention Ban Modified 


Promptly after Surrender Day, the ODT announced 
lifting of the ban on the state and regional fairs, and 
easing of the restrictions on conventions. The former 
limit of 50 persons is now raised to 150 and will probably 
be lifted entirely soon. 

This action, of course, comes too late to have much 
effect upon this year’s shows. It does, however, forecast 
that plans can be made definitely for a full-scale re- 
sumption of state and national shows in 1946. The 
prompt ending of gas rationing is showing up clearly in 
attendance at county fairs. 

Many of the state fair plants have been in use by the 
Army, principally for storage, and it is none too soon to 
start letting it be known that while they were very wel- 
come as a matter of war emergency, their quick release 
of the properties is now urgently desired. It will be no 
small task to rehabilitate grounds and buildings for fair 
purposes. Agricultural America is rarin’ to go to the 
fair again. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America will 
likewise hold its annual convention in 1946. This 
will be well, as even a one-year lapse results in exactly 
half of the Directors’ terms expiring. There are likewise 
many problems of importance relating to post-war prob- 
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lems that should be acted upon by the whole delegate 
body. The first Wednesdaly in June is the date specifieg 
in the by-laws, which next year would be June 5, The 
piace of meeting is in the hands of the Board of Director, 
to determine. Our guess would be Rockford, IIL, if the 
boys there are ready. It will be recalled that the 1942 
convention at Minneapolis voted to go to Rockford for 
the next convention. The 1943 convention was cancelled, 
and for 1944 the Illinois delegation very gracefully 
stepped aside when it was found that nearby Camp Grant 
made the Rockford hotels unavailable for conventions, 
It would seem, therefore, that Rockford would be firs 
in line for 1946, if the Army has moved on by then. 








On Delivering Papers 

Good prices for registered Holsteins and exhorbitant 
prices for used farm equipment have attracted many 
speculators into the business of buying farms completely 
stocked and equipped and then holding auctions which 
frequently have brought the whole cost of the purchase, 
leaving the bare farm as a tidy profit for the speculation, 
It is, of course, a legitimate business. However, these 
men are frequently pretty careless about completing 
papers on registered animals, They will deliver the reg- 
istration papers, and often announce that transfers will 
be at the expense of the buyers. Often, they do not 
bother to deliver signed transfer applications or service 
certificates, and then the buyers, often beginners, find 
themselves faced with complications. 

The seller may be an estate, and in any event, the 
farm having been sold, he is in a different location. Some- 
times the seller may have purchased the animal and 
neglected to secure a transfer. Even the service sire, 
although properly registered may never have been trans- 
ferred. Having actually sold to an intervening party, 
who has made a high profit, the farmer may be very 
indifferent about bothering to sign the necessary papers, 
or even demand pay for signing. 

When beginners buy these registered animals under 
such circumstances, they are pretty likely to become 
disgusted with the purebred business as a_ hopelessly 
complicated enterprise. The speculator, having announced 
that it is up to the new buyer to get his own transfers, 
feels that he has done his part and in any event, may 
know little about the procedures necessary to complete 
the papers. 

Reputable sales furnish all papers, including the 
necessary signed certificates to cover later registration 
of un-born offspring. Uninitiated new buyers would be 
well-advised to have an experienced breeder help get all 
papers in order at the time of sale, if they contemplate 
buying registered animals in any other type of sale.

serious difficulties these boys gp. 
countered in including dairy projects 
in their farming programs, They 
ranked these difficulties in the fo). 
lowing order: 


1. It costs more to buy a founda. 
tion dairy animal than to star 
with swine, sheep or poultry, 

2. My father is not interested jp 
better dairy cattle. 

3. There is no immediate cash jp. 
come if a calf or heifer are 
bought. 

4. On our farm there is no chance 
to develop a herd of my own. 

5. If I leave the farm, I cannot sel 
my dairy animal as readily as 
other kinds of livestock. 


These difficulties may sound rather 
simple but to these boys they were 
real enough to prevent many of them 
from getting a start in dairy farm. 
ing through their farming programs, 

To find how these difficulties may 
be overcome, at least in part, 88 yo- 
cational agriculture teachers from 5 
states were asked to evaluate a list 
of 105 techniques which they had 
used to secure more dairy projects. 
Students in these teachers’ schools 
averaged almost three times as many 
dairy projects as were completed in 
the average of the five states. 

Of course most of these techniques 
are of interest to vocational agricul- 
ture teachers. Some possible lines 
of action for a dairy breed associa- 
tion suggested by this study might 
include: 


1. Discussing dairy projects for 
junior members with parents at 
local breed association meet- 
ings. 

2. Planning for breeders to dis- 
cuss junior dairy projects with 
local farmers who have sons in 
vocational agriculture. 

3. Breed association members 
might invite vocational agricul- 
ture classes for field trips. State 
breed association secretaries 
could be of service in suggest- 
ing herds which might be vis- 
ited. 

4. Financing dajry calf projects

might be a desirable project for 
local clubs or individual breed- 
ers might arrange to finance 
projects. 

Success stories on dairy projects 
could be included in breed pub- 
lications. 


Getting a boy started with good 
dairy cattle has only begun when 
the boy has bought his calf or heifer 
according to these teachers.

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FUNDAMENTALS OF GOOD 
MILKING 

1. Adopt a fixed routine and follow it 
regularly. 

2. Avoid excitement or rough treat- 

ment of the cows. 

Milk ‘‘easy milkers’’ first. 

Stimulate the cow to give down 

her milk by wiping udder with a 

clean cloth wrong out of hot water 

(120 degrees-130 degrees Fahren- 

heit) one minute before starting to 

milk. 

The use of a Strip Cup will also 

stimulate the let-down of milk. 

One to two squirts from each quav- 

ter immediately before adjusting 

teat cups is recommended and will 
assist in detecting any cows sut- 
fering from Mastitis. 

6. Remove machine quickly when 
milk ceases flowing, to prevent in- 
jury to teat and udder tissue. 

7. Be sure. teat cups fit properly. 
yuard against excessive ‘‘creep- 
ing’’. When cups start to creep 
up, pull down on teat assembly 
and massage each quarter with 
free hand to ensure complete milk- 
ing. 

8. Cows should be gently trained to 
machine. milking early in the iac- 
tation period, preferably as heif- 
ers. 

9. The manufacturers instructions, 
concerning the machine in use 
should be studied and ecarefnuily 
followed by the operator. 

Timing of the operation is neces- 
sary whether milking by machine or 
hand. Speed is essential.

AN EARLY IMPORTER QU 
IN COLOR MARKING 
DISCUSSION 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Over the years as breeders of Hol. 
stein coys we have promulgated per- 
plexing rules which have the dignity 
of law, barring certain color markeg 
animals from registration though 
strictly of pure bred ancestry; there. 
by we have arbitrarily legislated 
these discards as grades with Serious 
loss to individual breeders, the breed 
as a whole and attendant economic 
loss and waste. The inwardness of 
these rules in substance as I reeajj 
them are, viz: 

Our animals mostly all black ip 
color may be registered providing 
they have some white on the belly 
and are white on the tail part way 
up, though how far seems in dispute, 
and further one or more legs are not 
encircled with black touching the 
hoof. It is all right, as I understand, 
if the black markings are solid black 
all over the legs down to but not 
touching the hoof. But if these 
black markings begin at the hoof 
and extend to or above the knee or 
hock, it automatically makes this 
animal an outcast of the breed. On 
the other hand, an animal may be 
registered which is all white except 
for a whisker of black to be found 
someplace on it. 

Therefore, in the selection of a 
herd sire, independent of all other 
considerations, the final and most 
fundamental (and ambitious) con- 
sideration must be to select one, 
guaranteed if possible, to throw 
white color markings on the get at 
least encircling each leg touching 
the ankle, with white tails and a 
white hair or two on the belly; and 
likewise, able to throw at least a 
black hair or two some place on an 
animal which is otherwise all white. 
In a scientific age that has produced 
the atomic bomb, harnessing forces 
of the universe, could anything ap- 
pear more silly and ridiculous in a 
program for genuine improvement of 
our cattle. 

Some twenty years ago we remem- 
ber the unfortunate fad was extant 
favoring white animals to the exclu- 
sion of black ones—the whiter the 
better here in America. At this time 
the herds I saw in Holland were 
mostly black in color or at least 
black markings decidedly predomi- 
nating white and for the most part 
pleasingly and I recall a very inter- 
esting conversation with Mr. Jarman, 
Secretary of the Holland Society, 
who bemoaned the fact that this 
American preference was being re- 
flected in their Holland demand for 
South American and other exports. 

As a matter of interest at the time 
of the World’s Dairy Congress here 
in Syracuse, in September of 1923, 
I had the pleasure of an interview 
with Dr. Robert Wallace who had the 
honor of having occupied the first 
chair of agriculture at the University 
of Edinburgh, Scotland. The con- 
versation turned to color markings 
and as a result an interview with Dr. 
Wallace was published at the time in 
the Syracuse Post-Standard. In this 
he emphasized his personal prejudice 
against Holsteins most all white in 
color, ‘“‘White skins” as he called 
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them, because of their tendency in 
scotland at least, as well as some 
other countries as he observed, to 
sunburn badly and more readily than 
darker animals and thus reduce the 
normal production. 

A comprehensive and illuminating 
letter in point of this matter written 
me at the time by our late beloved 
treasurer, Wing R. Smith, has been 
preserved and is repeated here in 
full: 

FRANK N. DECKER 
Attorney at Law 
Syracuse, New York 

“In the early days, the breeders 
and importers required the markings 
of the Holstein-Friesians to be dark 
in color, preferably black bodies 
with white legs and bellies and a star 
or a splash of white in the face. 

“Gradually these markings gave 
way to lighter colors, especially with 
strips of white over the shoulders 
and hips, until finally animals with 
more white than black were accepted 
as proper if not desirable. 

The Miller herd was composed 
principally of darker color animals 
and the tendency I believe has been 
adhered to up to the present. 


In my estimation there is no dif- 
ference in the productive qualities of 
animals however dark or light they 
may be marked, it is very largely a 
matter of personal judgment or 
taste. Nothing to my mind can be 
prettier or more effective than a herd 
of Holsteins that are about evenly 
marked and in the stable or pasture 
there is nothing handsomer in this 
breed than a herd of such markings. 


There is no evidence that I am 
aware of, that in their native country 
either one marking or the other is 
generally preferred or favored. 


Many years ago there were in Hol- 
land and in the other provinces of 
the Netherlands, a mixture of mark- 
ings, that are not now regarded as 
typical, while animals marked black 
and white with either color predomi- 
nating, are the popular if not the 
accepted markings of today, yet the 
time was when other markings were 
frequent and regarded as desirable, 
such as red and white, dun, grey or 
mouse colored, but the American de- 
mand for pure black and _ white 
markings has determined the Dutch 
breeders to discard all but animals 
with these markings. The early im- 
porters fixed for their purposes or 
likings, that the markings of Hol- 
steins MUST be black and white with 
no regard to the Dutch ideas of 
markings. I well remember when 
animals that had more white than 
black were regarded at least as of 
questionable breeding, but these 
ideas have long ago been dissipated 
and it is, I think, universally 
acknowledged that either color may 
predominate and be of equally pure 
breeding. 


An incident as showing how these 
Matters were viewed, came up in the 
Smith & Powell Co.’s herd. For some 
reason, they wanted an exceptionally 
handsome cow for showing and for 
production, and so they sent their 
Dutch interpreter an order to buy 
Without thought of cost, the best cow 
that he could find in Holland, he 
complied by sending a cow that was 


of fine form and undeniable high 
quality, but she was very white, with 
black spots all over her body, so in- 
censed were the firm that the senior 
member especially stated that “if it 
were not so far and so expensive he 
would vote to send her back,’’ as she 
did not represent what he and we 
all thought the properly marked Hol- 
stein. She proved to be an excellent 
cow although not a world beater. 


So as a matter of fact, it is accord- 
ing to each man’s fancy, as to 
whether black or white should pre- 
dominate, for only animals of those 
colors alone make the animal eligible 
to registry in the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America and that is 
not a matter of fancy or preference 
but the undisputed and absolute rule 
of that association. 


In the hopes of settling this ques- 
tion of superiority of the animals of 
different markings other than black 
and white Mr. Solomon Hoxie, the 
author of the system of Advanced 
Registry, imported some red and 
white animals from the Netherlands 
but while they made good cows they 
were not regarded as preferable or 
in fact the equals of the black and 
whites. 


My remembrance is, that the ad- 
mixture of the black Flanders and 
white Friesian breeds, produced the 
Netherland or Dutch cattle and from 
these, descended the Holstein- Fries- 
ians of today.’’

Looking upon artificial breeding as 
a new milestone in development of 
the dairy industry, farmers are tak- 
ing stock of achievements to date 
with a view to making sound plans 
for the future, as for example the 
farmers of Clinton county, Pennsyl- 
vania, where dairying is the No. 1 
agricultural enterprise. 

In Clinton county, farmers have 
been dairy-minded for years, and

But, convinced that bull associa- 
tions still have a function despite 
advances made by artificial breeding 
programs, Holstein breeders con- 
template formation of a new buil 
association for the entire county. 
Bull associations, as dairymen and 
County Agent McCool point out, can 
serve a useful purpose in proving 
sires and in the development of a 
breeding program. At one time, 
Clinton county dairy farmers held 21 
blocks in bull associations, one Jer- 
sey, three Guernsey, and 17 Hol- 
stein. Since 1935 these associations 
proved 38 bulls, 19 of them under 
D.H.I.A. records, and all of them 
with at least five dam-and-daughter 
comparisons of production. Of the 
19 proved under D.H.1A., eight 
proved ‘“‘good’’ with mature equiva- 
lent production records on daugh- 
ters ranging from 300 to 500 pounds 
of butterfat and showing increases 
up to 111 pounds. 


The bull associations now have in 
use five proved sires, four others will 
be proved shortly, and an additional 
eight younger bulls more recently 
placed in service. These associations 
already have furnished two proved 
bulls to the First Pennsylvania 
Artificial Breeding Cooperative at 
Lewisburg, of which the Clinton 
County Artificial Breeding Coopera- 
tive is a member, and other sires are 
to be furnished the central breeding 
unit. 


“If they’re worth using, they're 
worth proving,’ is County Agent 
McCool’s observation on bulls. He 
also favors a policy of ‘‘sell them, or 
hold them,’ depending upon the 
showing they make in being proved. 
Because dairymen want to breed 
only to sires of proved merit, the 
speed with which records can be con- 
verted into proof takes on_ special 
significance. As a result, some of 
the bulls used in Clinton county have 
been spared from the butcher, while 
others have been sent to the butcher 


even before their daughters have 
completed their first lactation 
periods. 

Average production in D.H.LA. 


herds in Clinton county has shown 4 
steady climb from the beginning, 21 
years ago. Some of the progress 
County Agent McCool attributes to 
improved management, some to im- 
proved knowledge in feeding, but 
mostly he credits county dairy gains 
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to improved breeding as made pos- 
sible largely through bull association 
work in proving sires. 

County D.H.I.A. records show bull 
association herds consistently higher 
in production than non-association 
nerds. All the while, bulls and 
heifers from bull association herds 
nave been going out to other herds 
as foundation stock to give the coun- 
ty dairy industry an added boost. 
Some have been going to other coun- 
ties where these ‘‘foundation”’ heif- 
ers have developed into herd leaders 
in milk and butterfat production. 


AGAIN—RAVENGLEN TO S. A. 


Once more Ray Arnold reports an 
important shipment of Ravenglen 
Farms Holsteins to Bogota, Colom- 
bia, South America. He writes that 
Sr. Antonio Morales, who bought a 
fine son of Senator that was shipped 
to him last March, hajs now selected 
a show son of Dictator Ormsby Oak 
from a daughter of King Bessie 834d, 
along with a shipment of 13 year- 
ling and coming 2-year-old heifers of 
line bred Hark breeding from the 
herds of William Tamm of Franks- 
ville. Wis., and Reuben Klofanda, 
Racine, Wis. 

Sr. Honorato Espinosa, also of Bo- 
gota, who had two fine heifers in the 
shipment last March, is another re- 
peat buyer, also taking an Oak son, 
out of that great young cow, Femco 
Lady Butter King Piebe, daughter of 
Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie from 
Femco Lady Pride Ormsby Piebe, 
who completes the former world’s 
record three-generation group. 

Mr. Arnold writes that the ship- 
ment should have arrived at Bogota 
by the time this issue of the World 
appears in print and should do much 
for the Holstein industry in Colom- 
bia.

simply black and white, or mixed 
black and white, markings are “bred 
in the purple” and evidence the best 

traditions of the breed. 

Concluding may I quote another 
of our great and revered leaders, late 
President of the Breed Association, 
Hon. Frank O. Lowden, who said at 
a farm convention in South Dakota: 
“If I may venture to make the pre. 
diction, the time will come when 
your communities will be known by 
the number of good dairy animals 
they possess and communities wil] 
rival with one another in high pro- 
ducing cows.”’ 

This hits at the vital crux of the 
matter and ultimate goal, namely the 
highest attainable production of 
dairy cows—in line with modern 
science which teaches that capacity 
for milk production appears to be 
entirely disrelated to color markings 
(which are a matter of personal taste 
or sentiment) and that capacity for 
milk production is determined solely 
by the ‘‘chromosome’”’ or “gene cells” 
upon which all inherited characters 
are dependent and which pass on un- 
changed through the generations.

Safeguard Half Your Herd 


By WILSON HAUBRICH, V.M.D. 


Which is tre most important single 
animal in your herd? The bull, of 
course. Yet often inadequate 
thought and attention aro given to 
keeping the bull in health and prime 
breeding efficiency. In far too many 
herds sterility problems are due to 
the male. Good old-fashioned com- 
mon sensee will go far in remedying 
them. And common sense requires 
proper care every yeear of the bull’s 
life from calfhood to old age. 


A bull can be used many more 
times in each year, resulting in 
many more progeny, if a regular 
schedule is followed. Such a sched- 
ule should be set up and made as 
inflexible as possible. To be speci- 
fic, bulls will remain in service with 
a high conception rate if used reg- 
ularly not oftener than once in five 
or six days. By using the bull arti- 
ficially, semen can be stored and 
ready for use during the interval 
between services. The techniques 


of artificial service are quite simple, 
and can be learned by any good 
herdsman. 


The breeding rack is an inexpen- 
sive structure which pays big: divi- 
dends. Often heifers are mated to 
a less desirable young bull simply 
because the senior sire is ‘‘too 
heavy.’’ Most bulls prefer to use a 
cack. The usual cause for shyness 
(if it exists) is that the rack is im- 
properly constructed, so that the 
sides extend back in a way causing 
the bull to bump his legs in the 
forward lunge. An equally import- 
ant factor in favor of the breeding 
rack is the safety feaeture. Acci- 
dents to the handlers of the bull and 
cow are kept to a minimum where 
racks are used. There are also less 
injuries to the animals themselves. 
Fractures of legs, hips kmocked 
down, sprains, etc., may be caused 
by a cow twisting about. Lack of a 
breeding rack can cost proportion-

The old saying that one service is 
as good as more with a good bull is 
not necessarily true. The introduc. 
tion of artificial techniques ag jp 
vealed that the first collection is 
often clear and void of sperm 
Under most conditions a second 
mounting or collection is advisabje 

Many herdsmen like to follow the 
practice of turning out a young bull 
with a dozen or twenty heifers jp 
the pastures. This practice has fre. 
quently resulted in temporary o, 
permanent sterility because of 
over use. Common sense would not 
allow this excess if we stopped to 
consider the possibilities. Probably 
this type of over use is responsible 
for more partial or permanent 
sterility in the male than any other 


single cause. On most farms too 
little attention is paid to proper 
feeding of the herd sire. No animal 


will do well on leftovers, much legs 
the bull. He should be given the 
best of roughage, and when green 
feed is available he should be en- 
titled to his share. He needs the 
vitamins as much as the cows do, 
But don’t feed wilted roughage. Ip- 
stead give small amounts often. The 
grain ration should be low in pro- 
tein, with as much of the whole 
grains as_ possible, in crushed, 
crimped, or flaked form. Even 
crushed or crimped oats whole is 
good feeding. The bull is entitled to 
quality feed if breeding efficiency 
is expected from him. 

Many methods of housing are sat- 
isfactory. The most essential pro- 
vision is adequate exercise. Free 
access to exercise is important, 
whether the bull pen is inside the 
barn, or in a separate building out- 
doors. The bull yard should be well- 
drained so the bull’s feet will nat- 
urally keep in good condition. 

The old saying that ‘‘the bull is 
half the herd” is true in more ways 
than one. Not only does the herd 
carry calf of his inheritance, but if 
his breeding efficiency is not main- 
tained, the consequences show up in 
the milk check. A _ high ratio of 
breeding efficiency is one of the 
most important factors for the heras- 
man who wishes to achieve high 
average milk production. Thought- 
fulness and regular care of the bull 
will do more to prevent excessive 
dry periods ihan drugs and hor- 
mones can do. to remedy ‘such 


troubles after they have occurred.

This fall he invested most of hj 
first year’s profits in two registereg 
Holstein heifers from good Producing 
dams. He’s holding onto these ewes 
though, and this year he plans ty 
raise 10 acres of soybeans ang 
another 12 acres of corn. Meantime, 
his father has tested his herd for 
Bang’s, and is checking up on their 
production by owner-sample testing 
through membership in the Frankliy 
County Dairy Service Unit. Here jg 
an example of combining dairy proj. 
ects with other livestock and crop 
projects in a complete farming pro. 
gram. By this method boys can ayoig 
some of the difficulties with dairy 
projects. They can start building up 
a herd by investing profits from farm 
projects in good dairy calves and 
heifers. 

Whether Edward develops into 
full-fledged Holstein breeder is going 
to depend upon a number of factors. 
He has made the acquaintance of two 
or three local Holstein breeders who 
will help keep him interested but 
here are some things that might 
help: : 

1. An extended pedigree of his 

animals together with a letter 
from the breed association wel- 
coming him to join as a junior 
member. 

3. A year’s subscription to the 

“‘Holstein-Friesian World.” 


3. An extra ribbon from the breed 
association if he places at the 
fair next fall. 


4. A set of pictures and other lit- 
erature from the breed associa- 
tion. 


Entry blanks and pictures from 
the World’s Judging Contest. 


6. An invitation each year to the 
local Holstein Club’s banquet. 


7. Invitations from local breeders 
to attend Holstein sales. 

8. An opportunity to breed his cat- 

tle to a good sire nearby. 


9. An explanation of the various 
kinds of production testing he 
may wish to enter. 

In summary the dairy breed associ- 
ation which plans an organized way 
te help boys get started with dairy 
projects and then helps to keep them 
interested by a good follow-up pro- 
gram can be of great service to boys 
who want to farm with Holsteins. 
The reward to the Association should 
come in increased membership of in- 
telligent younger members. 


It is realized that your association 
through its local breeders and ex- 
tension service is engaged in many 
projects which are of real help to 
the beginner. It is hoped that the 
findings of this study may be of some 
value in further developing this area 
of work.

powling a8 to why Colleges cannot 
preed good cattle—(1) they have too 
few animals in each breed, (2) they 
can’t sample bulls. We do not know 
how many animals of each breed 
other Colleges maintain, but here we 
try to keep about -5 to 17 milking 
cows of the four breeds shown in 
table 1. To keep the four breeds 
producing and looking well is not 
easy. We have made our mistakes 
in selecting bulls (and will probably 
make more). One breed may be at 
the top for a few years (good bull 
or two) then another will supplant 
it, ete. If we had 60 animals of one 
breed, we do not feel that their aver- 
age would be much better than it is 
now, there would still be good ones 
and poor ones. 

Now that artificial insemination is 
making such rapid headway, the sec- 
ond problem will perhaps disappear— 
college dairy herds will use artificial 
breeding. 

The first problem, too few num- 
bers in a breed, is exactly the same 
problem which the great majority 
of breeders face, since the average 
herd probably contains from 10-20 
cows. In other words, with the small 
numbers we can give our students 
experience in solving the identical 
problems which they will face when 
they graduate to their own herds. 
College farms and livestock have 
often been criticized for being arti- 
ficial and far removed from the actu- 
ality of the average breeder and 
farmer, Having a very large herd of 
ome breed will make them that much 
nore artificial to the average student 
and breeder. 
that colleges have to work with lim- 
ited funds in securing all the bulls 
lecessary. So too does the average 
breeder. 


As a substitute for the present ar- 
faigement, Mr. Bowling suggests re- 
ducing the number of animals in 
sme breeds to “display groups of 5 
6 real top cows’’. Again, this is an 
utificial arrangement—poor ones are 
sill being born in all the breeds. 


Another suggestion is for colleges

Mr. Bowling makes the further 
point, “It has long been recognized 
that the breeding of cattle, as an art, 
has been brought to its highest state 
of perfection when handed down as 
a heritage from one generation to 
another. The personnel of dairy hus- 
bandry departments must realize 
that the breeding of cattle, as a sci- 
ence, is also a long-time enterprise 
and that the best in research in this 
field will not be brought out until it, 
too, is considered as a heritage that 
must be built oh sound theory and 
then passed on without interruption 
from associate to associate just as 
the great breeding herds should be 
passed on from father to son from 
generation to generation’. No one 
can find fault with this stipulation 
but is it not already in operation? 





Gus Bowling’s own good work in 
breeding cattle at West Virginia Uni- 
versity, will live on now that Gus 
has left his “ivory tower”. His suc- 
cessor just automatically starts where 
Gus left off, unless Gus had some 
breeding magic which he lugged away 
when he left. 

One of the greatest objections to 
reducing college herds to one breed 
is perhaps the psychological effect on 
the breeders interested in the breeds 
which would be eliminated. That 
they would howl to high heaven (and 
in most instances prevent the reduc- 
tion) is a foregone conclusion, State 
colleges are obligated to serve all 
the people of the state—not a select- 
ed few. On what fair and rational 
basis is the Dairy Department Head 
to make his choice? There is the. 
further point, this time pedagogical, 
that the college student who is inter-

ested in dairy cattle breeding would 
inevitably be subject to bias in fayor 
of the breed chosen by the institu. 
tion which he attends. At all costs, 
education must be unbiased and free 
from indoctrination. The main pur- 
pose of education (we always sup- 
posed) is to teach how to think not 
what to think — to give training in 
reaching rational decisions on the 
basis of a fair presentation of all the 
evidence available. Having represent- 
ative small herds of several breeds 
with their inevitable ups and downs 
would seem to fill educational needs 
much better than even a better large 
herd of one breed could possibly hope 
tc do. 

Mr. Bowling makes the very excel- 
lent suggestion that all state institu- 
tion farms (penal and charitable) 
should be brought under unified con- 
trol and thus serve as materials for 
breeding research, probably in one 
or two breeds. This has been done 
in some states (Michigan and Wis- 
consin for example) and should be 
done in all 48 states. 

Mr. Bowling says that representa- 
tive herds of most of the breeds are 
within easy access of students by 
college bus and could be used for 
judging work. This is now done to 
some extent by most men who train 
judging teams. It generally involves 
a group of 10 to 15 Junior or Senior 
students, the tops who are being 
trained for Intercollegiate Judging 
Contests. Most breeders are very 
cooperative in this venture. But how 
would they feel if we swooped down 
on them with 50 to 100 Freshmen 
and how about the time involved, the 
transportation, and its cost? With 
our small college herds, we can figure 
out many good classes for judging 
and the spade work for building 
judges can be done very convenient- 
ly. If we had only a “small display 
group” of most of the breeds (4 to 
6 animals), we would get 1 or 2 
classes for judging and then we'd 
be all through with them for a year 
or two so far as judging practice is 
concerned. 

Since, therefore, it is apparant 
that keeping three or four breeds in 
College herds can _ provide fuller 
teaching and demonstration experl- 
ence for students and small breed- 
ers; that these smaller herds are 
more typical of what students will 
face on graduation; that bull selec- 
tion problems will be eased through 
artificial breeding associations and 
that proper organization of state in- 
stitution herds can better provide 
the means for further implementing 
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eonstructive breeding research to- 
gether with those now available in 
the U.S.D.A. experimental and re- 
gional animal breeding laboratories, 
and the many large private herds now 
so used, we feel that although large 
herds of one breed would have cer- 
tain advantages, the scales are still 
weighted considerably in favor of 
small herds of several breeds so far 
as college dairy herds are concerned. 

When compared with large, highly 
selected, multi-millionaire herds of 
one breed, college herds may appear 
to some to be tragic. In terms of 
the average run of breeders, college 
herds by and large, we think, have 
no cause for shame.

We can 
pay 25% above beef prices for such 
animals and will accept those poor 
in type, poor producers or with bad 
quarters provided they will breed.”’

Lockhart Farm, Mt. Ver- 
non, Wash., topped the 2X classifica- 
tion with the fine average of 525.4 
lbs. fat on 20 cows, the highest in 
their six year of Herd Test work, each 
years of which has been over the 
400-lb. mark. Another 500-lb. herd 
average was reported for the 21-cow 
herd of the Marquette Prison, Mar- 
quette, Mich., with 506.3 lbs. The 
H. R. Wait herd at Auburn, N. Y., 
had the fine average of 378.3 lbs.

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NEW BANG’S LEGISLATION IN 
WISCONSIN 
Bang’s Research Law—(Bill 163, A) 

1. Appropriates $50,000 on July 
1, 1945, and $50,000 on July 1, 
1946, to the College of Agriculture 
“for the study of and research into 
the causes, prevention, and cure of 
bovine brucellosis (Bang’s disease). 
This is an entirely new appropria- 
tion. 

2. This money may be used to buy 
equipment, livestock, and additional 
land for the purpose of such research 
and study. 

3. Such research shall include 
studies of the relative values of “test 
and slaughter’’, calfhood vaccination, 
adult vaccination, and proper sani- 
tary herd management. 

4. This research shall include stud- 
ies in cooperation with the State 
Board of Health and the University 
School of Medicine to determine if 
undulant fever is transmissable to 
humans through milk from cows vac- 
cinated with Strain 19 Brucella vac- 
cine. 

5. It authorizes contracting with 
the owners of not more than 100 
herds for the supervised control of 
such animals under conditions speci- 
fied in the contracts. 

The new Bang’s Administration 
Law (Bill 130, S) is a 15-page re- 
vision of previously existing statutes. 
It marks the significant change of 
Wisconsin Department of Agriculture 
policy from a strict test-and-slaugh- 
ter program for control of Bang’s 
to recognition of the value of calf- 
hood vaccination. Chief provisions 
are: 

1. Indemnity is denied unless an 
animal has been owned 30 days by 
the claimant. (Formerly 90 days). 

2. Every claim for indemnity must 
be accompanied by an affidavit of the 
owner certifying that the reaction is 
not the result of vaccination. 


3. Bang’s vaccine is to be distrib- 
uted by the Department at cost to 
approved veterinarians. The Depart- 
ment cannot sell it to licensed veter- 
inarians nor to herd owners. Own- 
ers, however, can get this vaccine 
from approved veterinarians. 


4. Reactors to the Bang’s test must 
be “permanently marked” but will 
not be required to be branded if they 
are kept on the farm. (Hearings in 
July by the Department to determine 
type of markings). 

5. Calves 4 to 8 months of age 
that are vaccinated shall be identi- 
fied by a tattoo mark and adult vac- 
cinates will be identified by a tri- 
angular hole in the right ear. 

6. All vaccinations, including adult 
cattle, must be reported to the De- 
partment by the approved veterin- 
arian who did the work. 


7. Owners will be authorized to do 
their own vaccinating, adult or calf- 
hood, without recording such vac- 
cination and without reporting it to 
the State Department. 


8. The designation ‘‘official vac- 
cinate” shall apply to any animal if 
vaccinated between 4 and 8 months 
of age by an approved veterinarian 
using a vaccine approved by the De- 
partment, which animal was prop- 
erly tattooed at the time of vaccina-

ficially reported to the Department. 
(It is believed that the “‘official vac- 
cinate’” rating will mean much in 
the way of recognition and value to 
herd owners and purchasers. ) 

9, Official vaccinates shall be ex- 
empt from identification as reactors 
for 18 months after vaccination. 

10. The Department may disap- 
prove inter-state health certificates 
in the cases of law violators and ir- 
responsible non-residents. 

11. Adult vaccination may be 
authorized without requiring a permit 
when vaccination is deemed neces- 
sary or advisable by the owner and 
veterinarian. 

12. Indemnity will be denied: 

(a) On steers; (b) Animals not 
properly identified; (c) Adult vac- 
cinates unless returned to a nega- 
tive status 30 days before the test 
upon which indemnity is claimed; 
(d) Official vaccinates for 18 months 
after vaccination; (e) All animals 
in herd into which infected animals 
have been brought; (f) All animals 
in a herd, any part of which was vac- 
cinated except official vaccinates. 
(This means that vaccination of one 
or more adults in a herd disqualifies 
the entire herd for indemnity until 
after the first test and the elimina- 
tion of all reactors). (g) On any an- 
imal in a herd the owner of which 
failed to begin vaccination of all heif- 
er calves born after July 1, 1945, 
while between 4 and 8 months of age. 
(Bill 635, A, is designed to change 
this requirement). 

13. Animals will be branded in 
conformity with federal regulations 
relating to animals for which indem- 
nity is claimed. 

14. To preserve animals valuable 
because of blood lines or production 
records, the Department shall per- 
mit, upon application of buyer and 
seller, reactors to go to herds con- 
taining reactors. 

15. Official vaccinates may be 
transferred to other herds or placed 
on exhibition during a 12 month pe- 
riod following vaccination if they 
originate in a negative herd or are 
accompanied by proof of negative 
Status prior to vaccination.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 

The war time export position of the 
United States as it relates to dairy 
products will materially changed in 
the post-war period. Exports of 
canned milk and cheese will be re- 
duced significantly from wartime lev- 
els, due to the disappearance of war- 
time needs by the United Kingdom 
and the rebuilding of the dairy in- 
dustry in Europe. Shipments of dried 
milks, especially nonfat dry milk 
solids, may continue at a fairly high 
level as the result of consumer ac- 
ceptance in the United Kingdom and 
the comparatively low price of the 
product. The United States probably 
will revert to its pre-war status with 
respect to butter, neither importing 
nor exporting any substantial quan- 
tities. 

Exports of all dairy products dur- 
ing the past 3 years (1942-1944) 
were equivalent to about 4 per cent 
of the total milk production. Exports 
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of evaporated milk equalled about 
15 per cent of the production of that 
product, cheese nearly 25 per cent, 
and nonfat dry milk solids about 30 
per cent. Almost all of these ship- 
ments went to the United Kingdom 
and British War Services. Nearty all 
of the butter exported in 1943 and 


1944 — 80 to 100 million pounds 
annually — was shipped to the 
USSR. 

Prices received by farmers for 


dairy products through the first quar- 
ter of 1946 will be nearly the same 
as in the corresponding period of 
1944-45. Cash receipts for dairy 
products by farmers in 1945 probably 
will be about 3 per cent above the 
1944 record of 2,969 million dollars, 
reflecting increased production and 
further increases in whole milk mar- 
ketings. Unit returns from sales of 
whole milk, including dairy produc- 
tion payments, will be about the 
same as in 1944, but returns from 
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sales of butterfat, with larger Gov- 
ernment payments than a year ag0, 
will be substantially higher. Demand 
for dairy products. will continue 
strong through 1945 and early 1946. 

Milk production is likely to con- 
tinue at a record level during the 
rest of 1945 unless serious deteriora- 
tion in pasture condition takes place. 
June output was at an all-time high 
of 13.2 billion pounds, For the first 
half of 1945 milk production was 
64.1 billion pounds, 2.5 billion 
pounds above corresponding period 
of 1944 and at an annual rate of 
about 122 billion pounds. 

Reflecting the high level of milk 
production and the strong military 
and export demand, output of cheese, 
evaporated milk, dried whole milk, 
dried ice cream mix and nonfat dry 
milk solids, will continue at or near 
record rates during the remainder of 
1945. Creamery butter production In 
the second half of 1945, though be- 
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war, is expected to equal or 
aceed output in the corresponding 
riod of 1944. This would be a re- 
versal of the situation in the_first 
gre months of 1945 when production 
of creamery butter was 8 per cent 
pelow that of a year earlier. 
Output of evaporated milk, dry 
yhole milk, cheeses other than Ched- 
dar, and dried skim milk were at all- 
time peaks in May. American cheese 
production for May was exceeded 
only by the quantity produced in that 
months of 1942. Creamery butter 
production in May was 6 per cent 
jess than in May 1944, but weekly 
reports for June indicate that butter 
production in that month was only 
about 2 per cent below June 1944,—

as the Cooperative Inter-breed Cattle 
Association of New Jersey. 

Articles of incorporation and by- 
laws have been drafted and the or- 
ganization has started to function. 

In many respects it will carry on 
aprogram on a state-wide basis such 
as the Pure-bred Dairy Cattle Asso- 
tation has been doing on a national 
basis. Each of the breed associations 
vill appoint two representatives to 
the board of the organization. In 
addition the New Jersey College of 
Agriculture will have representatives 
in the organization on an ex-officio 
basis. 

At the present time the organiza- 
tion is putting a united effort behind 
the 4-H Club program, the meritori- 
ous sire program and cooperating 
vith the State Committee for eco- 
nomic developments. Other projects 
vill be developed as the organization 
develops.

EARLVILLE TOTALS $4 MILLION 


The first cow sold at the 183rd 
Earlville Sale on August 8, brought 
the total for the Earlville series past 
the Four Million Dollar mark, ac- 
cording to amnouncement from Sale 
Manager R. Austin Backus, under 
whose management the entire series 
has been held. This sales series start- 
ed in May 1923, and after three an- 
nual May sales had been staged with 


modest success, the first of the Fall 
Earlville Sales was held in October 
1925, Spring and Fall sales in 1926 
and the Earlville Mid-Winter Sale in 
January 1927, followed by the 8th 
9th and 10th Earlville Sales in May, 
October and November of that year. 
Four sales a year were held in 1928 
and 1929 and the tempo was stepped 
up to seven in 1930 to bring the 
25th or “Silver Anniversary Earl- 
ville’ in December of that year. 
Seven sales were held in 1931, seven 
in 1932, six in 1933, nine in 1934 
and since January 1935 monthly al- 
most without a skip, usually with spe- 
cial promotions in June and Decem- 
ber. The grand total for the 183

Butterfly really had its beginning when a pair of 
little blue-overalled boys in the early years of this cen- 
tury heard their father proclaim as a heifer calf was born 
that she was a “Rag Apple’’, even though her sire was of 
the E. H. Dollar, Heuvelton, N. Y. breeding. 


Later in 1908, the first Registered Holsteins, four 
2-year-old heifers, came to the farm of our father. The 
names of all four are readily recollected by both of us; 
namely, in the order they stood in the stable at that time: 
May of Forest View; Leila Susie Keyes De Kol; Twin 
Wietske Pietertje Princess; and Vale Beets Johanna. 
The 7-day test was then in vogue and R. Austin Backus 
gave May of Forest View a record of 28.33 lbs. of butter 
and 523.3 lbs. of milk, then heralded as the largest record 
for a boy of his age. All of the fitting and the milking 4 
times a day was done by him. 


She was a grand cow in her day and milked up to 
over 80 lbs. daily and was a granddaughter of De Kol 
2nd’s Butter Boy 3rd through his son, Prince De Haan 
Butter Boy, who sired other good daughters. Brother 
Jay W. Backus, a couple of years later, fitted and tested 
Corona Clothilde Aaggie Lady 3d. In 4-year-old form she 
made 30.45 lbs. of butter from 523.3 lbs. of milk. Her 
sire was Lockhart Sir Belle with several good daughters. 
Father bought her from an old established herd at Can- 
astota. Soon after this heifer finished her record, she 
yas sold in a Liverpool sale for $1200 to Ohio. Two early 
herd sires in father’s herd of our boyhood was Cornu- 
copia Korndyke Pontiac, a son of Pontiac Korndyke and 
King Pontiac Jasamine, a son of King of the Pontiacs. 


Skipping along through the early years, we acquired 
Lauderdale Rebecca Champion at the 25th Earlville sale 
for $525 from the veteran breeder, H. V. Bump, Cam- 
bridge, N. Y. She was a Grand Champion cow with 840 
Ibs. of fat. Soon after that at a National sale, we bought 
Queen Chloe of Berks, a 30-lb. and 808-lb. 4-year-old for 
$600 from McLaury Bros., Portlandville, N. Y.

Jay W. Backus paid $750 for Brentwood Enla Pogeh, 
a 900-lb. 4-year-old ak an Earlville sale and for several 
years the highest price for a female at Earlville. Othe 
good cows were added and then nine years ago, the fj 
Butterfly Farm was bought, named for a nearby hamlet 
of by-gone days. The first two animals for this herd ca 
from a Brentwood sale held at Lauxmont Farms. Both 
were put on test and the only two we owned on this farm 
at that time. In semi-official 4-time test they made: Inka 
Walker Clothilde, 4y, 935.9 Fat, 26,300 Milk; Lakefield 
Jewel Dairymaid 2y, 719 Fat, 19,182.2 Milk. 









Then our present herdsman, William T. McReynolds, 
came to Butterfly and as the new additions were added 
he started them on test and a summary of the records 
made by Mr. McReynolds, follow: 


3 records from 1009 lb. to 1051 Ib. at 3. yrs. 
10 records from 902 lb. to 992 Ib. 
10 records from 811 lb. to 879 lb. 
10 records from 701 to 786 

9 records from 497 to 592 lb., 3X 


For a time some of these high producing cows were 
sold in big-time sales, but in more recent years, all have 
been retained, and today the herd is comprised of
